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Florida's  Hanging  Chads  and  the  Presidential 
Inaugural  That  Never  Was:  The  2000  Presidential 
Election  Snafu  and  the  Resulting  2001  Pattern 
Presidential  Inaugural  Medals  for  Al  Gore

It's  hard  to  believe  that  almost  twelve  years  have  gone  by  since  one  of  the  most  controversial  -  and  strangest  - 
Presidential  elections  in  United  States  history.  Florida,  of  course,  played  a  big  role  in  the  election  night  theatrics  of  the 
Presidential  election  of  2000.  In  the  weeks  that  followed  the  November  7,  2000  election  night  cliff-hanger,  Florida's  25 
electoral  votes  were  subject  to  dispute  and  controversy.  Thus,  the  nation,  and  indeed  the  world,  focused  on  Florida's  elec¬ 
tion  practices  which  became  front  and  center  of  this  bizarre  and  heated  Presidential  election.  While  the  resulting  nation¬ 
al  drama  over  who  actually  won  the  Presidency  dragged  on  for  weeks,  of  little  note  at  the  time,  save  perhaps  some  in 
the  numismatic  community,  was  of  a  small  side-show  drama  involving  another  long-standing  tradition,  that  of  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  the  official  Presidential  Inaugural  medal.  This  article  examines  the  little  know  story  of  the  production  of  several  rare 
pattern  medals  for  the  official  2001  Albert  Gore  Presidential  Inaugural  Medal  -  a  medal  that  was  struck  but  never  issued. 

The  tradition  of  official  Presidential  Inaugural  medals  goes  back  to  1901.  Since  that  year,  an  official  inaugural  medal  has 
been  struck  every  four  years  to  commemorate  the  inauguration  of  the  President  of  the  United  States.  The  special  medal 
is  commissioned  by  the  Presidential  Inaugural  Committee,  and  is  the  official  inaugural  souvenir.  This  designation  of  the 
Official  Presidential  Inaugural  Committee  is  what  differentiates  these  medals  from  other  medals  commemorating  or  ref¬ 
erencing  the  President's  inauguration,  including  official  medals  struck  by  the  United  States  Mint  as  part  of  its  popular 
Presidential  series.  Traditionally,  the  official  Presidential  Inaugural  medal  is  authorized  by  the  Presidential  Inaugural 
Committee,  with  one  medal  struck  in  gold  for  presentment  to  the  President,  and  more  numerous  copies  of  the  medal 
struck  in  bronze,  silver  and  sometimes  gold  produced  for  sale  to  the  public.  Revenue  generated  from  the  sales  of  these 
medals  is  used  to  subsidize  the  festivities  related  to  the  inauguration.  The  medals  have  been  struck  at  different  mints, 
including  the  United  States  Mint,  but  usually  have  been  produced  by  private  companies.  For  most  of  this  last  century,  The 
Medallic  Arts  Company  and  to  a  lesser  extent,  The  Franklin  Mint,  have  dominated  the  production  of  these  special  medals. 
In  1993,  a  relatively  new  company,  the  Hoffman  Mint,  secured  a  contract  for  the  production  of  the  inaugural  medal  for 
President  Clinton's  first  inauguration.  For  the  inaugurations  of  2001,  2005,  and  2009  the  official  inaugural  medals  were 
struck  by  the  Medalcraft  Mint  of  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin. 

Regardless  of  the  mint  involved,  the  procedure  for  securing  the  inaugural  medal  contract  basically  followed  a  set  pattern: 
following  the  November  election  of  the  President,  a  special  inaugural  committee  would  be  formed,  solicitation  of  propos¬ 
als  and  bids  would  be  generated,  and  a  contract  for  the  production  of  the  official  inaugural  medal  would  be  signed. 
Designs  for  the  medal,  production  and  early  pre-Christmas  marketing  would  all  take  place.  Considering  the  short  time 
between  the  November  Presidential  Election  and  the  January  20th  Inauguration  date,  this  is  quite  a  rapid  process.  Ideally, 
the  inaugural  committee  likes  to  have  the  Inaugural  medals  to  market  before  Christmas.  Historically,  the  medals  sell  well 
just  before  Christmas  and  in  the  days  immediately  prior  to  and  immediately  following  the  inauguration.  Thus,  a  concern 
with  early  marketing  is  paramount. 

The  2001  official  inaugural  medal  followed  a  hotly  disputed  Presidential  election,  one  in  which  the  Democratic  candidate, 
Albert  (or  more  commonly  "Al")  Gore,  clearly  won  the  popular  election  by  543,896  votes.  However,  the  country  was  close¬ 
ly  divided,  and  in  several  states,  mere  hundreds  of  votes  separated  the  winner  from  the  loser.  With  a  winner  take-all  sys¬ 
tem  for  electoral  votes,  the  State  of  Florida  soon  became  the  most  watched  state  in  the  nation,  as  its  25  electoral  votes 
would  decide  the  election.  "Hanging  Chads"  and  allegations  of  voter  confusion  from  "Butterfly  Ballots"  as  well  as  charges 
that  the  Republican  Governor  of  the  State  of  Florida,  Jeb  Bush,  brother  of  George  W.  Bush,  as  well  as  the  Republican 
Secretary  of  State,  co-chair  of  the  Florida  Committee  to  Elect  George  Bush  President,  Katherine  Harris,  had  somehow 
improperly  influenced  the  election  were  rife.  Republicans  likewise  argued  that  Gore  was  trying  to  steal  the  election  -  by 
not  seeking  a  recount  of  the  entire  state  but  only  specific  counties.  Partisans  from  both  parties  descended  on  Florida  in 
the  days  and  weeks  that  followed,  with  numerous  challenges  and  counter-challenges  being  filed  with  county  clerks  offices 
and  the  state  courts  Ultimately,  after  the  state  courts  dealt  with  a  number  of  challenges,  the  United  States  Supreme  Court 
chimed  in,  and  in  an  extraordinary  and  controversial  decision,  rendered  on  December  12,  2000,  decided  one  of  the 
court's  most  controversial  rulings  by  a  5-4  vote.  With  the  Florida  case,  and  Florida's  25  electoral  votes  now  decided  by  a 
one  vote  on  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  George  Bush  won  the  Presidency  with  271  Electoral  votes  to  Al  Gore's 
266  Electoral  votes  (with  one  abstention).  Thus  was  decided  one  of  the  closest  and  undoubtedly  strangest  Presidential 
elections  of  modern  times.

UPDATE  -  CASH  REPORTING  /  AML 

At  the  FUN  show  in  Orlando  this  past  January,  money  laundering  expert  Ray  Gregson  updated  deal¬ 
ers  on  anti-money  laundering/cash  reporting  regulations.  His  presentation  included  pointers  on  how 
some  dealers  are  still  a  bit  confused  about  some  of  the  particulars  of  the  regulations  and  are  there¬ 
fore  sometimes  making  mistakes.  ICTA  very  much  appreciates  FUN’s  providing  meeting  space  and 
other  support  so  we  can  continue  to  provide  this  important  information  to  all  who  wish  to  attend  this 
seminar. 

While  most  of  this  information  will  apply  to  dealers,  it  is  amazing  how  often  the  actions  of  a  customer 
will  make  an  otherwise-simple  cash  transaction  into  a  problem  trade.  The  old  adage  is  so  true  -  a 
little  knowledge  can  be  a  dangerous  thing!  So  if  you  are  a  collector  or  investor,  and  you  want/need 
to  pay  with  cash  or  cash  equivalents  and  you  reach  the  report  able  threshold,  just  let  the  dealer  do 
whatever  forms  that  are  required.  It’s  really  no  big  deal  unless  you  are  trying  to  launder  money!! 

Some  of  the  points  Gregson  covered  were: 

•  Banks  continue  to  demand  dealers’  proof  of  compliance  with  Section  352  of  the  USA  PATRIOT  Act. 
Banks  give  you  very  little  response  time  to  provide  a  copy  of  your  written  anti-money  laundering 
(AML)  plan  and  the  required  written  annual  independent  review.  Ray  noted  that  these  demands  are 
increasing  and  that  dealers  without  a  plan  very  likely  will  find  themselves  unable  to  meet  the  bank’s 
demands  in  time,  especially  regarding  the  written  annual  review.  Ray  advised  to  have  a  “fall  back” 
bank,  just  in  case  your  bank  won’t  work  with  you.  Ray  reported  that  Key  Bank,  mostly  in  the  west 
and  mid-west,  is  the  latest  one  to  join  the  list  of  banks  aggressively  requiring  all  necessary  paper 
work.  This  all  relates  to  the  “know  your  customer”  aspect  of  the  regulations  with  which  banks,  as  well 
as  coin  dealers,  must  comply.  (IMPORTANT  NOTE:  Dealers  have  reported  to  us  that  some  banks 
will  decline  to  open  an  account  for  coin  dealers.  Yes,  a  bank  CAN  decline  your  business.  So  if  you 
intend  to  set  up  a  “fall  back”  bank  account,  don’t  wait  till  the  last  minute.) 


Urgent  notice  to  all  dealers  who  bank  with  Fifth  Third  Bank 

You  should  be  aware  that  this  bank  is  especially  aggressive  and  unwilling  to  grant  extensions  or  other 
assistance.  We  suggest  you  look  into  opening  a  back  up  bank  account  with  another  institution  in  case 
Fifth  Third  closes  your  account.  Be  prepared  to  promptly  provide  an  appropriate  copy  of  your  AML 
plan  and  a  copy  of  your  most  recent  annual  written  independent  review  when  the  Bank  demands  these 

documents. 

NOTE:  If  you  are  not  required  to  comply  with  Section  352  (currency  dealers,  dealers  in  exonumia,  etc.), 
check  with  a  tax  or  other  AML  professional  to  be  sure  you  have  a  written  document  you  can  provide  the 
bank  that  details  why  you  are  not  required  to  be  in  compliance  with  Section  352.

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TOPICAL  COLLECTING 

By  Ginger  Rapsus 

Collectors  of  foreign  coins  know  all  about  topical  collecting.  Instead  of  the  daunting  task  of  collecting 
one  of  each  issue  from  a  country,  a  collector  may  want  to  look  for  coins  featuring  ships,  birds,  ani¬ 
mals,  flowers,  kings  and  queens.  Any  or  all  of  these  pursuits  can  keep  a  collector  busy  for  years, 
searching  for  new  coins  and  older  coins. 

But  these  are  the  most  common  ways  of  topical  collecting.  There  may  be  some  topics  the  aver¬ 
age  foreign  collector  may  not  have  discovered. 

Why  not  save  different  coins  featuring  different  languages?  English,  French,  Spanish,  may  be 
plentiful,  but  find  coins  with  inscriptions  in  Magyar,  Icelandic,  Lithuanian,  or  Georgian.  Coins  of 
Canada  and  Belgium  have  inscriptions  in  two  languages:  Canada,  English  and  French;  Belgium, 
French  and  Flemish.  I  once  owned  a  1  Anna  piece  from  India  with  five  languages!  How  many  differ¬ 
ent  languages  can  you  find,  on  modern  and  older  coins? 

Queen  Elizabeth  II  has  been  featured  on  British  Commonwealth  coins  since  1953.  Find  coins 
with  different  portraits.  A  small  type  set  of  her  portraits  can  be  found  on  Canadian  coins  alone.  And 
what  of  all  the  different  portraits  of  Queen  Victoria,  who  reigned  from  1837-1901?  There  were  many 
more  Commonwealth  countries  then.  Finding  all  of  the  different  portraits  can  be  quite  an  undertak¬ 
ing.  Some  coins,  while  not  that  rare,  are  seldom  seen  and  not  in  high  demand,  so  it  could  take  some 
looking  to  build  a  complete  set. 

United  States  collectors  know  all  about  the  renderings  of  Liberty  on  coins.  Other  countries  have 
featured  their  own  Miss  Liberty.  Look  at  some  coins  of  Argentina,  and  compare  the  Liberty  head,  cap 
and  all,  to  certain  early  American  issues.  French  coins  have  featured  Marianne,  representing  the 
republic,  for  many  years.  Don’t  forget  Britannia,  known  for  hundreds  of  years.  Coins  of  Liberia  fea 
ture  a  lovely  African  Liberty  head. 

Have  you  ever  studied  a  coat  of  arms?  Many  devices  include  animals,  plants,  and  other  items 
pertaining  to  the  countries  they  represent.  Australian  coins  feature  a  coat  of  arms  that  include  a  kan¬ 
garoo.  Bahamas  coins  show  a  beautiful  flamingo.  Studying  a  country’s  coat  of  arms  can  teach  a  col¬ 
lector  something  of  the  plants,  animals,  history,  and  other  bits  of  knowledge  about  a  country.  Note 
the  details  of  the  scenes,  animals,  stars  and  other  motifs  used  on  the  coats  of  arms.  A  closer  look  at 
a  foreign  coin  is  a  geography  lesson  in  itself. 

Maps  on  coins  appear  on  many  issues.  Collectors  of  Euro  issues  can  find  maps  of  Europe  on 
these  coins,  but  older  pieces  feature  maps  as  their  major  design.  A  collection  of  map  coins  can  make 
an  impressive  display. 

A  map  of  Greenland  appears  on  a  Denmark  2  Krone  of  1953.  The  1959  Bermuda  Crown  features 
a  map  of  the  island.  Brazil,  the  largest  South  American  country,  has  minted  coins  featuring  a  map  of 
the  country.  Other  countries  that  have  issued  map  coins  include  Great  Britain  in  1999,  the  Philippines 
in  1976,  Zaire  in  1996  and  Australia  in  1970.  Canada  minted  a  beautiful  $100  gold  coin  in  1981  to 
commemorate  its  national  anthem,  “O  Canada.”  Even  the  islands  of  Curacao  and  Jersey  have 
issued  coins  featuring  maps.  Large  and  small  countries,  island  nations... many  to  collect,  from  all  over 
the  world. 

Topical  collecting  is  a  fun  way  to  collect  foreign  coins.  Pick  a  topic  you  enjoy  learning  about,  be  it 
ships,  animals,  or  something  more  unusual.  No  matter  which  you  choose,  building  a  collection  this 
way  can  keep  you  busy  and  interested  for  years.  And  if  you  tire  of  your  original  topic,  then  pick  anoth¬ 
er,  perhaps  one  not  mentioned  here!

•  Never  EVER  structure  your  cash  bank  deposits  to  stay  under  $10,000  in  order  to  avoid  report¬ 
ing.  Structuring  a  cash  transaction  to  specifically  avoid  reporting  is  illegal.  Deposit  whatever  amount 
of  cash  is  appropriate  for  your  business  -  the  IRS  and  FinCEN  already  know  that  coin  dealers  have 
a  justifiable  need  for  “good  funds”  before  releasing  precious  metals  and  coins.  (If  you  have  any 
doubt,  perhaps  a  quick  peek  at  the  FinCen  website  (www.fincen.gov)  where  our  industry  is  specifi¬ 
cally  listed  will  help.) 

•  When  you  receive  more  than  $10,000  in  “cash”  (as  defined  in  the  regulations)  whether  from 
an  individual,  another  dealer,  or  a  wholesaler,  you  must  file  an  8300.  WHOLESALE  TRANSAC¬ 
TIONS  ARE  NOT  EXEMPT!  (Dealers  are  confusing  the  wholesale  exemption  with  Broker  Reporting 
regulations,  wherein  purchases  of  reportable  items  are  only  required  from  non-corporate  entities.) 
Again,  it  does  not  matter  if  the  cash  or  cash  equivalent  is  received  from  the  public,  another  dealer  or 
wholesaler  -  or  your  own  mother!  Receipt  of  cash  over  $10,000  ALWAYS  requires  a  Form  8300  - 
no  matter  what  the  source. 

•  Dealers  are  confusing  Cash  Reporting  requirements  (currently  IRS/FinCEN  form  800)  that 
were  issued  January  1 ,  1 985  and  the  AML  regulations,  effective  January  1 ,  2006  (Section  352  of  the 
USA  PATRIOT  Act).  Ray  hears  all  the  time  from  dealers,  "but  I  don't  have  to  comply  because  I  don't 
deal  in  cash".  The  AML  regulations  say  nothing  about  cash.  They  simply  state  that  if  you  buy  and 
sell  more  than  $50k  in  covered  goods  in  a  year,  you  are  defined  as  a  dealer  and  must  comply  with 
the  4  minimum  requirements  set  forth  in  Section  352.  So  even  if  all  the  payments  you  receive  are 
in  wires,  personal  checks  or  credit  cards  (with  not  a  penny  in  cash),  you  have  met  the  definition  of  a 
dealer  and  are  required  to  comply.  Again,  even  if  you  receive  100%  of  your  payments  in  bank  wires 
and  NEVER  accept  cash  as  payment,  you  are  still  required  to  comply  with  Section  352  and  have  the 
4  elements  in  place  -  a  written  AML  plan  (that  you  follow,  not  just  put  on  your  bookshelf)),  a  desig¬ 
nated  compliance  officer,  ongoing  training  of  all  staff,  and  an  annual  written  independent  review  to  be 
sure  your  AML  procedures  are  working. 

•  Since  the  FUN  Show,  Ray  has  been  advised  that  the  IRS  is  sending  booklets  to  dealers  advis¬ 
ing  them  of  the  AML  requirements  and  cash  reporting  laws.  This  is  an  old  ploy  of  the  IRS:  once  you 
have  the  information  booklet,  you  cannot  claim  ignorance  of  the  law.  So  if  you  receive  this  IRS  book¬ 
let,  Ray  cautions,  “Get  ready  -  they’re  coming!

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How  Much 


For  the  Oldest  and  Largest 
-  Cent,  that  Is?

When  it  comes  to  collecting  cents,  plenty  of  us  have  tried  to  assemble  a  good  looking  set  of  Lincoln 
cents,  often  right  from  pocket  change.  The  more  ambitious  among  us  may  have  tried  to  assemble 
as  full  a  set  as  possible  of  the  Indian  cents  -  and  found  that  there  are  some  key  dates  that  are  cost¬ 
ly,  in  any  grade.  Most  of  us  have  probably  not  tried  to  make  a  full  date  run  of  any  of  the  large  cents. 
Their  prices  just  go  too  high,  or  the  affordable  pieces  are  just  too  worn  for  our  tastes.  But  if  we  look 
at  large  cents  from  a  slightly  different  angle,  it’s  still  possible  to  put  together  some  excellent  coins. 
The  question  then  becomes:  how  much  would  you  pay  for  a  single  large  cent? 

While  I’ll  admit  to  you  freely  that  I’m  an  amazing  cheapskate  -  although  I  prefer  to  use  the  term 
‘frugal  collector’  -  I  will  spend  some  money  if  there  is  value  in  the  purchase.  When  it  comes  to  large 
cents,  it  seems  that  a  person  could  do  worse  than  examine  a  single  piece  from  each  design,  and  thus 
make  a  type  set.  But  it  might  also  be  worthwhile  to  see  if  there  is  more  than  one  date  within  each 

series  that  is  worth  snatching  up. 

So.  first,  the  Braided  Hair  cents  of  1839  -  1857. 

The  1857,  the  last  year  of  the  series,  is  the  first  one  we  may  actually  want  to  look  at.  The 
mintage  is  quite  small  compared  to  the  other  dates,  simply  because  the  cost  of  production  had  risen 
to  the  point  where  it  cost  more  than  a  cent  to  make  one.  Indeed,  that  year  saw  the  first  year  of  reg¬ 
ular  circulation  for  the  much  smaller  Flying  Eagle  cent.  Yet  for  about  $250  we  could  land  one  of  these 
big  coppers  in  XF-40.  If  that’s  way  too  rich  for  your  blood  or  wallet,  $150  will  land  one  in  F-12. 

Now,  that  $150  price  tag  is  the  first  point  from  which  we  can  compare  other  dates  within  the 
series.  In  MS-60,  just  about  every  other  Braided  Flair  large  cent  from  1851  to  1856  is  available  for 
the  same  price,  or  perhaps  a  little  more.  Not  the  1 851  -over-81 .  Rare  varieties  will  always  cost  more. 
But  all  the  common  dates,  in  the  low  end  of  mint  state  no  less,  are  there  for  the  choosing. 

As  with  most  series,  if  we  go  back  farther  in  the  Braided  Hair  cents,  we  either  pay  more  for  the 
same  grade  of  coin,  or  pay  the  same  price  for  a  lower  grade.  But  it  seems  we  have  already  found 
that  there  are  some  excellent  coins  to  be  had  in  the  large  cents  for  more  than  pennies,  but  less  than 
the  proverbial  king’s  ransom. 

Second,  the  Coronet  cents,  also  known  as  the  Matron  Head  cents,  of  1816  -  1839. 

Even  though  this  represents  quite  the  step  back  in  time,  these  cents  were  made  by  the  mil¬ 
lions  almost  every  year  for  over  two  decades.  The  1838,  at  over  6  million,  is  by  far  the  most  com¬ 
mon  in  the  series.  Snagging  one  of  these  large  bits  of  copper  in  a  grade  like  MS-60  will  cost  a  few 
hundred  dollars  -  which  is  a  bit  higher  than  we  thought  sensible,  at  least  when  looking  at  the  Braided 
Hair  cents.  But  in  a  pleasant  surprise,  the  same  date  as  an  XF-40  coin  only  costs  about  $100.  Now 
we’re  back  in  more  comfortable  territory. 

Once  again,  a  serious  look  through  any  of  the  major  price  guides  indicates  that  this  series  gets 
interesting  when  we  compare.  In  this  case,  we’ll  keep  the  comparison  to  the  XF-40  grade,  where  it 
becomes  noticeable  that  even  dates  such  as  the  1817  cost  only  about  $125.  That’s  eye  opening  not 
for  the  rarity  of  the  coin  and  date  -  after  all,  the  1817  had  a  total  of  just  over  3.9  million  coins  to  its 
tally  -  but  for  the  overall  age  of  it.  By  1817  the  United  States  Mint  had  not  yet  been  producing  large 
cents  even  for  twenty  five  years.  Our  country  was  still  young  enough  that  almost  no  one  who  was  a 
citizen  of  it  lived  west  of  the  Appalachians.  Actually,  our  country  was  fighting  what  is  generally  called 
the  First  Seminole  War  in  a  Florida  that  would  not  become  a  state  for  almost  three  more  decades.  In 
short,  an  1817  Coronet  cent  is  an  old  coin.  To  add  one  in  XF-40  to  your  own  collection  for  only  $120 
is  truly  getting  your  hands  on  a  piece  of  history.

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Donald  Kagin  To  Speak  at 
MSNA  Lecture  Series 


The  fourth  speaker  in  the  Maryland 
State  Numismatic  Association  (MSNA) 
annual  Distinguished  Lecturer  series 
will  be  Dr.  Donald  Kagin,  one  of  the 
country's  leading  numismatists  and 
numismatic  researchers.  His  father,  Art 
Kagin,  was  also  a  respected  numisma¬ 
tist. 

Don  is  widely  recognized  as  the  coun¬ 
try's  leading  authority  on  pioneer  gold 
coins.

Virginia  Dare  was  the  first  child  born  in  the  Americas  to  English  parents,  Eleanor  and  Ananias 
Dare.  She  was  born  into  the  short-lived  Roanoke  Colony  in  what  is  now  North  Carolina,  USA.  What 
became  of  Virginia  and  the  other  colonists  remains  a  mystery. 

The  Roanoke  Island,  North  Carolina  half  dollar  was  part  of  the  United  States  commemorative  half 
dollar  program  that  began  in  1892  and  continues  today.  The  coin  was  first  issued  at  a  celebration  at 
Old  Fort  Raleigh  in  1937  and  commemorates  the  350th  anniversary  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh's  "Lost 
Colony"  and  the  birth  of  Virginia  Dare,  the  first  Child  of  European  extraction  born  in  British  North 

America.

While  all  the  confusion  of  the  Presidential  election  was  being  fought  out  in  the  courts  and  the  media,  preparations  were 
being  planned  for  the  January  2001  inauguration.  Of  interest  to  collectors  of  Presidential  inaugural  medals,  was  the 
unsettled  question  of  who  would  be  depicted  on  the  medal.  Even  under  the  best  circumstances,  the  Inaugural  Committee 
would  have  to  work  relatively  quickly.  For  example,  prior  inaugural  committees  would  have  things  planned  so  that  there 
was  roughly  three  weeks  to  strike  medals  for  public  sale  prior  to  Christmas,  and  roughly  six  weeks  to  have  sufficient  quan¬ 
tities  of  medals  prepared  for  the  January  20th  inauguration  date. 

The  2000  Presidential  election  made  things  a  little  more  confusing.  How  do  you  proceed  when  the  election  results  are  so  much  in  doubt? 


While  the  world  watched  the  2000  post-election  circus,  private  mints  vying  for  the  prestige  of  producing  the  official  inau¬ 
gural  medal  were  playing  a  guessing  game  -  they  would  need  sufficient  time  to  produce  and  market  a  medal  in  advance 
of  the  January  20,  2001  inauguration.  But  who  should  such  a  medal  depict? 


The  election  itself  was  predicted  to  be  very  close,  thus  it  is  very  likely  that  many  private  mints  had  designs  prepared  prior 
to  the  election.  The  unsettled  nature  of  the  Presidential  election  put  many  into  a  further  quandary.  Thus,  it  was  under 
these  circumstances  that  some  private  mints  competing  for  the  medals  contract  found  themselves  preparing  designs, 
dies  and  striking  medals  for  consideration  under  two  different  scenarios. 

At  least  two  of  the  private  mints  which  had  previously  been  awarded  the  prestigious  contract  for  the  official  Presidential  inaugural  medal, 
the  Hoffman  Mint  and  Medallic  Arts  Company,  prepared  and  struck  pattern  medals  for  consideration  for  both  Al  Gore  and  George  Bush. 

Thus,  in  the  Fall  of  2000,  the  Hoffman  Mint,  which  had  previously  produced  the  highly  regarded  Bill  Clinton  inaugural 
medal  of  1993,  commissioned  two  separate  designs;  one  featuring  George  Bush,  the  other  featuring  Al  Gore. 


For  the  Al  Gore  medal,  the  Hoffman  Mint  commissioned  noted  medalist,  Karen  Worth.  Her  design  for  the  obverse  fea¬ 
tures  a  sensitive  three-quarters  profile  portrait  of  "President"  Albert  Arnold  Gore.  Worth's  name  can  be  found  under  the 
right  shoulder  of  the  portrait. 


The  reverse  of  the  medal  depicts  the  Presidential  Seal.  The 
Presidential  Seal  originated  during  the  administration  of  President 
Hayes.  Apparently,  it  was  an  erroneous  rendering  of  the  Great  Seal 
of  the  United  States.  Until  1945,  during  the  administration  of  President 
Truman,  the  eagle  in  the  Presidential  Seal  faced  its  own  left  in  con¬ 
trast  to  heraldic  custom.  President  Truman  ordered  that  in  the  future 
the  eagle  face  its  own  right  and  the  olive  branches  held  in  its  right 
talon  as  a  symbol  of  peace.  The  stars  circling  the  eagle  represent  the 
states  of  the  Union,  and  now  number  50.  No  single  star  represents 
any  particular  state.  Under  the  eagle  is  the  notion,  "Inaugurated 
January  20,  2001 ." 


The  Hoffman  Mint  of  Carmel,  California,  had  the  distinction 

of  minting  the  1993  Clinton  Inaugural  medal  and  produced 
this  rare  pattern  for  the  consideration  of  the  2001  Inaugural 
Medal  Committee. 


Carmel  CA"  and  numbered.  The  bronze  medal  was 
were  never  produced  nor  intended  for  sale  to  the  public. 


The  Hoffman  Mint  struck  a  small  number  of  the  medal  with  a 
diameter  of  70mm  in  bronze.  According  to  the  Hoffman  Mint, 
only  17  were  struck.  All  were  struck  in  bronze,  with  medal 
alignment.  The  medal  was  edge-marked  "Hoffman  Mint, 
produced  as  samples  for  the  Presidential  Inaugural  Committee  and 


The  Hoffman  Mint  also  produced  a  George  Bush  medal  for  consideration  by  the  inaugural  committee.  When  the  Supreme 
Court  issued  its  ruling,  and  Vice-President  Gore  conceded  the  2000  Presidential  race  on  December  12,  2000,  the 
Hoffman  Mint  quickly  scraped  its  Gore  Inaugural  Medal  and  sought  the  contract  to  produce  the  George  Bush  official  inau¬ 
gural  medal.

Ultimately,  its  gamble  did  not  pay  off,  as  the  Medalcraft  Mint  secured  the  2001  Presidential  Inaugural  Medals  contract. 
The  Hoffman  Mint  marketed  its  non-official  version  of  the  George  Bush  medal  with  moderate  success,  and  its  Al  Gore 
medal  was  quickly  forgotten. 


The  Medallic  Art 
Company  has  produced 
more  official  Presidential 
inaugural  medals  than 
any  other  private  mint.  Its 
Albert  Gore  pattern 
medal,  pictured  here, 
was  designed  by  Donald 
Everhart. 


The  Hoffman  Mint  version  of  the  Al  Gore  medal,  with  17  reportedly  struck,  has  made  an  occasional  appearance  on  the 
medals  market,  with  one  of  the  most  recently  recorded  being  in  the  December  2005  Heritage  Galleries  sale.  At  this  sale, 
the  Hoffman  example  of  the  Al  Gore  bronze  pattern  medal  brought  $1,673.00.  Not  bad  considering  the  2001  Official 
Inaugural  Medal  for  George  Bush  was  issued  at  $50.00  but  quickly  discounted  shortly  thereafter  the  2001  inauguration. 

The  Metallic  Arts  Company,  which  struck  the  1997  Clinton/Gore  Inaugural  Medal,  likewise  participated  in  the  speculation. 
It  struck  six  pattern  Medals  depicting  Al  Gore  by  noted  medalist  Don  Everhart.  Don  Everhart  had  previously  designed 
the  1997  Clinton/Gore  dual  portrait  Inaugural  Medal  and  his  submission  showed  a  dynamic  portrait  of  the  unsuccessful 
Presidential  contender.  Collectors  of  contemporary  United  States  coinage  undoubtedly  are  familiar  with  Don  Everhart,  as 
he  subsequently  joined  the  United  States  Mint  as  an  engraver  where  he  has  produced  an  impressive  body  of  work. 

The  obverse  of  Everhart's  high  relief  2001  medal  depicted  a  slightly  unorthodox  depiction  of  a  three-quarters  view  of  Vice 
President  Gore  facing  slightly  downward.  His  name  "ALBERT  GORE.  JR."  in  thick  letters,  surrounds  what  can  be 
described  as  a  forceful  portrait  of  Al  Gore  around  the  upper  periphery  of  the  medal. 

The  attractive  reverse  of  the  medal  consists  of  an  outer  ring  of  fifty  stars  representing  the  fifty  states.  The  primary  design 
is  of  an  American  Bald  Eagle  perched  on  a  "stars  and  stripes"  shield  with  the  inscription  "43rd  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America."  A  ribbon  with  the  inscription  "Inaugurated  January  20th  2001"  appearing  at  the  bottom  of  the  shield. 

Both  the  Hoffman  Mint  and  the  Medallic  Arts  pattern  A!  Gore  medals  capture  a  unique  moment  in  American  history,  a  time 
in  which  the  winner  of  the  top  office  of  the  world's  lone  superpower  was  very  much  in  doubt.  These  rare  medals  are  a 
tangible  relic  of  the  confusion  leading  up  to  the  inauguration  of  this  nation's  43rd  President,  and  are  important  pieces  of 
numismatic,  political  and  Presidential  Inaugural  history.

Silver  Center  Cent  Highlights  Heritage  Auctions  Platinum  Night  Results 

The  famous  1792  Silver  Center  Cent,  an  example  of  the  first  coin  to  be  struck  inside  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  building,  led  all  lots  in  Platinum  Night  results  from  the  CSNS  US  Coin  Signature 
Auction  on  Thursday,  April  19.  This  coin  realized  $1,150,000,  highlighting  a  Platinum  Night  that 
brought  consignors  over  $12  Million.  The  Central  States  US  Coin  Auction  is  expected  to  realize 
over  $22  million,  with  another  $5  million  expected  from  the  Currency  Signature  Auction,  also  held 
at  CSNS. 

The  Silver  Center  Cent,  at  MS61  the  third  finest  known,  was  an  early  attempt  to  manufacture  a  one 
cent  piece  in  a  manageable  size  that  still  contained  roughly  its  value  in  metal.  A  small  plug, 
believed  to  be  pure  silver  and  worth  3/4  of  a  cent  at  the  time,  was  inserted  into  the  center  of  a  cop¬ 
per  planchet,  making  a  very  early  version  of  a  bimetallic  coin.  It  wasn't  until  1857  when  the  US  Cent 
would  be  permanently  minted  in  a  small  size. 

This  auction  was  rich  in  proof  gold,  particularly  double  eagles.  A  1885  double  eagle,  graded  PR67 
Cameo  by  NGC,  exemplified  the  high  demand  for  these  large,  beautiful  coins  when  it  sold  for 
$241,500.  Beyond  its  obvious  eye  appeal,  this  coin's  popularity  is  assured  by  a  minuscule  circula¬ 
tion  strike  mintage  of  751,  which  increases  the  demand  for  proof  issues  like  this  piece.  Another 
extremely  low  mintage  coin,  the  proof-only  1863  quarter  eagle,  brought  $195,500.  With  only  thirty 
examples  minted  and  about  half  of  that  total  believed  to  be  melted,  this  Proof-66  Ultra  Cameo 
example  is  an  outstanting  example  of  this  classic  rarity.

Third,  the  Classic  Head  cents  of  1808  -  1814. 

This  next  hop  backwards  into  an  older  series  of  large  cents  is  an  expensive  one.  The  $100 
we  just  mentioned  still  has  some  purchasing  power,  but  only  for  coins  in  grades  such  as  VG-8.  Of 
the  seven  years  in  this  short  series,  only  three  saw  mintages  greater  than  one  million.  Thus,  while  it 
is  not  impossible  to  add  one  of  these  large  disks  to  a  collection,  it  is  rather  expensive. 

Fourth,  the  Draped  Bust  cents  of  1796  -  1807. 

Okay,  it  may  seem  ridiculous  to  plunge  back  farther  into  the  large  cents,  when  we  have  already 
said  the  prices  are  rising  to  disappointingly  high  levels.  But  there  is  a  bright  spot  in  this  series,  and 
it’s  worth  mentioning.  The  1798  exists  in  at  least  four  varieties,  according  to  one  of  the  Krause  ref¬ 
erences,  and  the  overall  mintage  was  just  over  1 .8  million.  The  most  common  of  these  varieties  cur¬ 
rently  lists  as  a  $130  coin  in  VG-8,  and  a  $200  coin  in  F-12.  That’s  not  too  bad  when  you  consider 
you  will  be  purchasing  a  coin  made  in  the  first  few  years  of  the  Mint’s  production. 

Fifth...  is  there  really  a  fifth,  here? 

Going  back  beyond  the  Draped  Bust  cents,  into  any  date  or  version  of  the  Liberty  Cap  cents, 
or  the  Flowing  Hair  cents,  means  you  are  going  to  part  with  some  serious  dollars,  even  for  a  coin  in 
the  lowest  of  grades.  There’s  just  nothing  here  for  us  “frugal  collectors.”  While  that’s  disappointing, 
at  least  we  know  where  our  trail  ends. 


Overall,  it  appears  that  there  are  a  number  of  excellent  large  cents,  stretching  across  a  span 
of  almost  six  decades,  which  can  be  pretty  darn  affordable.  We’ve  seen  that  there  are  some  to  be 
obtained  in  mint  state,  or  close  to  it.  We’ve  even  seen  that  there’s  a  single  date  from  the  eighteenth 
century.  When  all  is  said  and  done  then,  it  appears  that  the  large  cents  have  something  to  offer  for 
all  of  us,  no  matter  how  frugal  we  might  be.  The  End
